HONGKONG FINANCES, 
(London and China Express.) 


Hougkong again seems to be in a fair 
way of obtaining a surplus of revenue 
over expenditure, and may be congratu- 
lated on having a balance on “the right 
side of the account: ‘Ibis seems to be 
the main object of a great muny Colonial 
Governors, and Sir John Pope Hennessy 
certainly las succeeded in improving the 
condition of the finances. In the state- 
ment published iu our issue of the 22nd 
September the Goveraur of Hongkong 
showed that,» notwithstanding the sur- 
plus obtuined in 1870, there wus every 
prospect that the present year would 
produce a greater balance, Comparing 
the first seven months of the two yeurs, 
1880 showed a cunriderable incrense to 
the ‘venue,’ amounting, ‘indeed, to 
some ag like g6U,U00, Thera was 
ulso © ery prospect thut the estimates 
would be exceeded on the whole year, 
and it wus anticipated that the surplus 
would reach $90,000, so that, so fur as 
having balance is concerned, the colony 
of Hongkong may be said to bein a 
flourishing condition. :‘The Governor, 
in the. statement to which we have al- 
luded, when anticipating this surplus, 
clearly foreshadowed how it was to be 
obtained. ‘lhe revenue lad been pro- 
vided for, and increased taxation brought 
about, to obtain an increase of funds ; 
but in order to maintain what is con- 
sidered 9 satisfuctory state of things, it 
wus clearly outlined regularly that the 
expenditure would be cut down to as 
fine a point as possible. ‘The Legisla- 
tive Council was told that their as- 
sistance was expected in this, and the 
anticipated surplus’ was somewhat 
‘ostentatiously. brought befure them as 
an inducement to co-operate in their 
scheme for creating a favourable balance. 
Now, in Inoking at the minutes of that 
meeting, it is somewhat surprising to 
note tht, although there were abundant 
signs of a reuction ‘in’ trade, and’a con-" 
sequent increase under such heads as 
atamps and similar sources of income, 
yer the Governor clearly showed that 
his intentions were te cut down the ex-' 
penditure, in order to swell the surplus 
to huge dimensions.
